The  Wilson  Robbery. 

Ed.  Bloomfleld  Record  : 

Seeing  an  account  of  the  burglary  com¬ 
mitted  at  my  home  in  your  ia$u**  of  the  18th, 
I -feel  it  my  duty  to  make  a  statement  of 
facts  a*  they  occurred  and  thereby  correct 
any  misapprehensions  which  might  occur 
and  at  the  same  time  give  honor  to  whom 
honor  is  due. 

Charles  Wilson,  convicted  and  sentenced 
to  Htute  Prison,  had  b«*en  stopping  at  my 
house  for  a  week.  Mud  a  few  days  previous  to 
the  robbery  left  my  house  saving  that  he 
was  goiug  to  New  York.  My  first  suspicion 
that  something  wrong  had  occurred  won  oc¬ 
casioned  by  finding  a  pocket  knife  of  his  ly¬ 
ing  open  on  my  kitchen  table,  the  blade 
of  which  was  covered  with  butter,  show¬ 
ing  evidently  that  he  had  been  there  eating 
during  my  absence  while  the  house  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  been  unoccupied,  and  as  he 
has  not  borne  enviable  reputation  l  im¬ 
mediately  started  upstairs  to  see  if  my  mon¬ 
ey  was  safe,  but  ulus  on  looking  for  it  I 
found  it  hud  all  been  taken,  (about  $70. ) 
This  happened  in  the  latter  part  of  August, 
1874.  During  the  first  week  in  September 
I  saw  Charles  Wilson  pass  my  house  seve¬ 
ral  times  and  am  under  impression  that  lie 
slept  in  my  barn  where  lie  could  take  ob¬ 
servations  through  the  chinks.  In  my 
tibsence  during  the  day,  the  honse  being  left 
ldone,  he  entered  it  aud  ransacked  every¬ 
thing  from  cellai  to  garret.  I  then  went,  to 
Squire  Hall  and  obtained  a  warrant  for  his 
i  rrest  which  was  placed  in  constable  Davis’ 
Bands  for  execution,  who  immediately  de- 
iuanded  81  55  to  pay  for  the  warrant.
